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Preface 


This Seventh in our series of Annual Area Exhibitions is fully worthy of 
its predecessors, and maintains a uniformly high level of quality. This 
is, of course, due to the fine judgment exercised by the four members 
of the jury, each of whom, independently of the others, made the selec¬ 
tions in the several classes for which they were responsible. 

The present exhibition is somewhat smaller in size than the 1951 exhi¬ 
bition, which The Advisory Committee of Artists, who inform the Gallery 
as to the wishes of the artists in the area, felt was too large. Another 
change taking effect this year, again in accordance with the recom¬ 
mendation of the above-mentioned Committee, is the institution of cash 
prizes to the creators of the works receiving first prizes in each class. 

We are all pleased that the contributions to the Seventh Annual Area 
Purchase Fund has again increased, both in the number of contributors 
and in the total sum available for purchase. In acknowledgment of 
prizes to the creators of the works receiving first prizes in two classes, 
their generous donations, which this year total $1,100, the contribu¬ 
tors are listed on page 7. This purchase fund has so far enabled 
the Gallery to acquire 23 prints, drawings, watercolors, sculpture and 
paintings. This year six additional works will be purchased. Thus in 
the course of time the Gallery will be able to build up a representa¬ 
tive collection of works of promising younger artists and of artists 
whose reputations have already spread over the nation, so that our 
collection of contemporary works will be as comprehensive as that of 
earlier masters. 

The Gallery feels well repaid for the effort that goes into the organi¬ 
zation of this series of exhibitions; for the exhibitions have, it is be¬ 
lieved, had a beneficial effect in encouraging the artists in the area 
towards better work through competition, and in providing the inter- 




ested gallery-goer with an annual opportunity to enjoy the work of 
the artists of this area. With the exception of the New York area, 
which is unique for the concentration of artists within its borders, no 
other section of the country can boast a more genuinely creative com¬ 
munity than exists within the fifty-mile radius of Washington.

A •Juror*s Statement 


On behalf of the members of the Jury for the 7th Annual Area Exhibi¬ 
tion, allow me to express our appreciation for the honor you have 
bestowed upon us by inviting each of us to serve on your jury. From 
our standpoint, the task was pleasant and profitable. 

In my opinion, the method that has been established for the jurying 
of this particular exhibition is as satisfactory as it can be. Our final 
decisions were made with a very deep personal satisfaction; never¬ 
theless, we recognize the possibility of human error when we are con¬ 
fronted with choices such as any juror must make. 

Speaking from a personal standpoint, I was delighted with the stan¬ 
dards of excellence found in this regional exhibition. I am sure that 
I speak for other members of the jury when I say that the effort was 
made to gather together a true cross-section of work, keeping in mind 
those pieces which normally would fall into the category of conserva¬ 
tive painting and the equally important pieces submitted by the ab¬ 
stract painters. The same criteria served as a common denominator 
in arriving at all choices. 

It would be thought-provoking if words and time allowed us to go 
into the matter of each selection and each rejection. We might discuss 
at some length that element of creativity—that search for a new view¬ 
point—the search for an invention which might lead to a discovery or 
re-discovery. We could discuss the paintings of today which so force¬ 
fully emphasize a primary concern with design, color, and organiza¬ 
tion—a point of emphasis which is sorely needed; and we could talk 
about the matter of sensitivity, from the standpoint of not only 
the creative worker but the viewer. We might even attempt to define 
"taste"—taste in paintings and in frames, too! Lengthy discussions 
could take place over such words and phrases that come to the mind 


of a juror as he is viewing a painting; words and phrases such as 
"understatement", "overstatement", "freedom without control", "de¬ 
rivative", "mediocrity", "forcefulness and adventure", "a new view¬ 
point built upon sound translation", but neither time nor space allow 
for this. Each of us in our own way continues a search for satisfying 
definitions and realistic interpretations. 

I have nothing but praise to offer for the method of judging; but again, 
speaking from a personal standpoint, I do not like to have to face the 
problem of selecting a first, second, and third choice. I would like 
to see two or three pieces honored with equal awards. (May I hastily 
add this negative statement does not apply to the awards I chose!). 
The Corcoran Gallery of Art is to be congratulated on sponsoring such 
an exhibition, and the artists of Washington and the surrounding ter¬ 
ritory may point with pride to their accomplishments. To those who 
had work accepted, may I add a separate word of praise. To those 
whose work was rejected, remember that a juror is only human. Con¬ 
tent yourselves, just as I have done many times, by saying that another 
juror would probably have accepted your painting.
